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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-10,28-37, and 55-58 are pending. 

2. Pre-Appeal Brief request filed 01/29/2007 has been received 
and considered. Prosecution is hereby reopened. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 28-37 and 57-58 are rejected under 35 -U.S.C. 101 
because the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory 
subject matter. The abovementioned claims related to a system 
as identified in the preamble, but the claim body merely relates 
to sets of instructions. Therefore, the claims lack the 
necessary physical articles or objects to constitute a machine 
or a manufacture within the meaning of 35 USC 101. They are 
clearly not a series of steps or acts to be a process not are 
they a combination of chemical compounds to be a composition of 
matter. As such, they fail to fall within a statutory category. 
They are, at best, functional descriptive material per se. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments, filed 01/29/2007, with respect to 
the rejections made under Black in view of Carden have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The 103 rejection of 
5 claims 1-10, 28-37, and 55-58 has been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-10, 55, and 56 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
10 allowance: The prior art teaches a single sign on to a host 

related to a financial account and providing a discriminated 
resource with a graphical indication, as taught by Black and 
Carden, but fails to teach the specifics of the graphical 
indication. Specifically the prior art fails to teach the steps 

15 of identifying of graphical information, replicating the 

graphical information, classifying the host system, identifying 
non-conflicting addition resources and incorporating the 
graphical information into the resources as put forth in the 
independent claim.
